Thus, he whose migration (hijrah) was to Allah and His 
Messenger, his migration is to Allah and His Messenger; but he 
whose migration was for some worldly thing he might gain, or 
for a wife he might marry, his migration is to that for which he 
migrated."

Benefits from this Hadith: 














1. Intention is what differentiates between acts of worship and 
all other acts of life whether they be habit or custom. For 
example, someone can wash himself with water intending to 
cool himself off, or he can wash himself with the intention of 
spiritually purifying himself by making wudhu or ghusl, so even 
though they may be the same action outwardly, in reality they 
are two completely different actions based on what is intended 
inwardly. 

2. An action can be something that is simply permissible (you 
won't be rewarded or punished for doing it), but depending on 
your intention it can actually become something you are 
rewarded for. For example, eating and drinking, if you intend to 
eat and drink in order to worship Allah or out of obedience, it 
can become an act of worship you are rewarded for insha'Allah. 

3. It shows us the importance of sincerity because Allah does not 
accept an action unless it is done properly for His sake. 

May Allah make us of those who have sincere & proper 
intentions, whose good deeds are accepted and whose bad 
deeds are forgiven, Allahummaameen.

Jumada Al-Awwal 19,1439 (6-February-2018) 

It's very essential that a Muslim knows what to wear and how to 
wear it since our religion (Islam) has brilliantly given instructions 
on this. For men, their garments mustn't go below the ankles, as 
acting in opposite (i.e. doing Isbal) is a great (punishable) sin. 
Abu Dharr (RadiyaLlahu 'Anhu) narrated that the Prophet 
(SallaLlahu 'Alayhi wa Sallam) said: "There are three to whom 
Allah will not speak on the Day of Resurrection, nor will He look 
at them nor sanctify them, and theirs will be a painful torment." 
The Messenger of Allah (SallaLlahu 'Alayhi wa Sallam) repeated 
it three times. Abu Dharr (RadiyaLlahu 'Anhu) said: "May they be 
lost and doomed; who are they, 0 Messenger of Allah?" He said: 
"The one who drags (i.e. let hangs) his garment (below the 
ankles), the one who reminds others (i.e. the recipient of his 
gifts), and the one who sells his products by means of a false 
oath." [Sahih Muslim] 


Don't you want Allah to look and speak to you on the Day of 
Resurrection? Don't you want Him to sanctify you? Leave those 
weak excuses. Wearing your garments above the ankles isn't 
equivalent to not being brilliant, smart, attractive or neat. By 
Allah! We need to drop our arrogance and accept this. 
Remember, Allah says: "And whatsoever the Messenger 
(Muhammad SallaLlahu 'Alayhi wa Sallam) gives you, take it, 
and whatsoever he forbids you, abstain (from it), and fear Allah. 
Verily, Allah is Severe in punishment." [Surah Al-Hashr (59): 7] 
More so, it's quite sad that from the maladies in some people's 
mind (Muslims and non-Muslims alike) particularly in Nigeria is 
instantly tagging anyone who has his garments above his 
ankles as "Tabligh" or "Izala." That is very wrong! You need to 
fear Allah. A man having his garments above his ankles is an 
Islamic injunction. I beseech Allah to make us heedful. 
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“In the past, 

a seeker of knowledge would listen to learn, and 
learn to act, and gain understanding of the religion in 
order to benefit himself and others. But now it has 
become such that they listen in order to [merely] 
accumulate, and they accumulate in order to be 
mentioned, and they memorise in order to overcome 
[others] and boast." - IbnQutaibah [Al-Madkhal al-

And for this (reason), when he informed them (i.e. the 
companions) of that, he urged them to supplicate sincerely, may

memorize and stick to. (This is) from the Prophet, may (the) 
blessings and peace (of Allaah) be upon him, at this moment, a 
moment of cautioning against shirk and explanation of its 
hiddenness. 


He said "Shall I not guide you to something that if you say it, 
Allaah takes away from you shirk, (both) minor and major?" 
They said "Certainly! 0! Messenger of Allaah." 


He guided them, may (the) blessings and peace (of Allaah) be 
upon him, to say:

Whenever a Muslim feminist or "white knight" tells you that 
Muslim men have "No right!" to comment on how women dress, 
just remind them that the Prophet himself Mz. was very 

concerned with women's clothing and modesty. 

Not only did he comment on it, he correlated the deteriorating 
state of women's dress with Hell and the end of the world. He 
said: 

"Two are the types of the denizens of Hell whom I have not 
seen: A people having whips like the tails of cows and they will 
be beating people with them, and women who will be dressed 
but appear to be naked, enticing to evil and being inclined to 
evil. Their heads will appear like the humps of the Bactrian 
camel leaning to one side. They will not enter Jannah and they 
will not smell its fragrance which is perceptible from such and 
such a distance." [Muslim] 

Nawawi comments on this saying it refers to signs of the hour. 
Also: 

"There are three at whom Allah will not look on the Day of 
Resurrection: The one who is an ingrate to his parents, the 
woman who imitates men in her outward appearance, and the 
cuckold." [Nasai] 

Furthermore, it has been related that the Prophet M; cursed a 

man who puts on the dress of women, and a woman who puts 
on the dress of men. [Abu Dawud] 

How women and men dress is everyone's business because it 
affects everyone. If standards of dress become increasingly 
sexualized, that in turn affects the character of society. Among 
the crucial responsibilities of fathers and husbands is ensuring 
that their female family members are not harming themselves, 
their families, and society at large. 

So yes, women's dress is a concern for everyone. Those who 
speak up and denounce lack of modesty are not tyrants. Those 
who think that they can impose their body parts on the world 
(without consent!) are the tyrants. 
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Are you a science freak? 


Elon Musk, CEO of Space X does the most unusual: sends his old 
Tesla car to be put into Mars orbit aboard the most powerful 
space rocket ever built. Launch was successful and so was the 
return of the side boosters to earth station while the car 
continues its flight to Mars. Quite an ecstatic moment it was for 
him and the crowd of spectators. 


We congratulate him and wish he knew what he ought to know 
about what matters more than all this: the hereafter. Allah says 
about him and his type before him: 




They know only the outside appearance of the life of the world 
(i.e. the matters of their livelihood, like irrigating or sowing or 
reaping, etc.), and they are heedless of the Hereafter. 
[SuratAr-Rum 7]. 


However much a Muslim aspires to achieve in the physical 
world, he mustn't let it come in the way of his success in the 
hereafter for the greatest achievement here is mere history 
tomorrow unless it bears relevance to the hereafter.

He videoed his honey-moon activities for an instant posting on 
social media, not knowing that his newly-wedded wife had 
been captured relatively naked. All efforts to retrieve the trash 
on realising his insensitivity proved abortive, as the trumpet had 
been swiftly blown far and wide by his quick-finger fans - 
friends and foes alike. People say it was a mistake. But I say it 
was craze - abject derangement, lamentable 
preposterousness, severe idiocy and very serious stupidity. How 
would he now feel that a video of his undressed wife had 



















attracted unprecedented virility on social media? Would he not 
be unforgivably, unforgettably hunted by his own guilt that he 
practically and cheaply disclosed what should forever be 
enclosed of his wife? 

It is no hyperbole that the most trending phenomenon on social 
media at this time is the posting of selfies - 'a self-portrait 
photograph typically taken with a smartphone which may be 
held in the hand or supported by a selfie stick/ Wikipedia. I 
doubt if there is anything done today without some selfie taken 
by the doer for a display on social media. 

Donning a new cloth; wearing a new pair of shoes; attending a 
party or an event; birthing a new baby; walking on the street; 
journeying in a vehicle - selfie is fast becoming inevitable, 
irresistible and unavoidable. It has obviously and painfully 
grown into addiction; hence the reason the American 
Psychiatric Association (APA) in 2014 empirically discovered a 
mental disorder dubbed, SELFITIS - a word which had its root 
from selfie. 

Mockingly, selfie was said to have broken out in 2013 from an 
Australian who returned from a birthday party drunk to stupor 

- senselessness. Rather than use the then trending camera 
phone normally, he turned it to himself and made wrong 
snapshots. When the act became the order of the day, it easily 
found its way into the world most acceptable English dictionary 

- Oxford - as the word of year, 2013. 

Apparently, the significance of selfie cannot be ruled out, as it is 
partly beneficial. A portrait salient for an obligation may be 
achieved by selfie-taking. For instance, with no one's assistance, 
a passport may be taken and instantly forwarded for use. This is 
to say that this epistle isn't an attempt to condemn selfie 
outright or in entirety, but to bring out the damaging excesses 
of its insensitive, addictive embracers.

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Our Islamic Law Professor gave us a very nice introduction for 
our first class of the new semester. One of the things he 
mentioned was the reasoning behind the Islamic University 
teaching BidayatulMujtahid by IbnRushd as opposed to other 
books of comparative Islamic law such as IbnQudama's Al- 
Mughni. 

He drew our attention to the fact that IbnRushd confessed in his 
introduction to the book that he wrote it as a short summary for 
his own review. Never did he anticipate that it would be taught 
centuries later to hundreds of thousands of students from all 
over the world at famous Islamic universities. Similarly, our 
Professor continued, IbnHajar's Bulugh Al-Maram was written 
for his son to memorize, which his son never actually ended up 
completing. IbnHajar knew the text had mistakes and pointed 
them out in other works of his. 


Two lessons spring to my mind from this: 


First, the exceptional erudition and knowledge possessed by the 
classical scholars of Islam such that we continue to study and 
rely upon what was in their eyes hastily scribbled notes. 

Second, the importance of never belittling any good deed or 
project done sincerely for Allah. It might not mean much to you, 
but it might mean the world to someone else.

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Five Islamic Guidelines for 
Gender Interactions 


Lauth's 
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Harvey Weinstein, is a name that has an ugly ring to it today, 
due to the horrible sexual allegations that he's being accused of 
by various women. 

This incident, however, has brought about a storm, with many 
women coming out about their own previous experiences of 
sexual harassments by writing the words "Me Too" on social 
media. 

According to RAINN, in America alone, one person is assaulted 
every 98 seconds, and 90% of rape victims are women. 

Australia also has one of the highest rates of reported sexual 
assault in the world, at almost 92 people per 100,000 of the 
population, according to the United Nations. 

Islam has rejected rape and it is reported that a woman went 
out in the time of the Prophet M for prayer and a man sexually 

assaulted her. The Prophet M told the woman that Allah has 

forgiven her and then asked his companions to stone the man 
who raped her to death. 

(Abu Dawud) 

The Quran and Sunnah have established rulings in regards to 
the interactions with the opposite gender who are non- 
mahram, in the hopes of ensuring women are protected against 
such horrible incidents. 

So here are 5 Islamic guidelines for gender interactions: 

Lower your Gaze 

"Tell the believing men to reduce [some] of their vision and 
guard their private parts. That is purer for them--- ..And tell the 
believing women to reduce [some] of their vision and guard 
their private parts-*-" 

(Quran 24:30-31) 

In a famous incident, a woman described as strikingly beautiful 
approached the Prophet life to seek his guidance on a religious 

matter. The Prophet's companion, Al Fadl, began to stare at her 
because of her beauty. Noting this, the Prophet^ did not scold 

the woman for her attire, but instead, he turned Al-Fadl's face to 
the other side so that he would not gaze at her. 

(Bukhari) 

All Muslims must behave modestly and carry themselves 
humbly amongst others. Allah has mentioned that in the Quran 
so that we know our duty as Muslims is to respect other people's 
privacy and never cross the moral boundaries of interaction. 

Stay Clear of Secluded Encounters 

The Prophet |fe warned us that people of opposite sex (non- 

mahram)should never be alone in one room, otherwise the devil 
(Shaytan) will be the third one present with them. 

(At-Tirmidhi) 

Hotel rooms, one of Weinstein's preferred locations to conduct 
his "so-called" meetings, are a red flag, for it will leave victims 
vulnerable and not able to defend themselves in the event of 
sexual harassment or rape. Keep in mind, two people don't need 
to be in complete isolation for it to be unsafe. 

Your Tone Matters 

Use a serious tone of voice and expression. This doesn't mean 
you have to be rude, but speaking in a professional manner 




dictates the way people interact with you. Allah says in the 
Quran, 

"•••do not speak in lowered tones (with a sweet voice) lest he in 
whose heart is a disease of lust should be moved with desire. 
And speak in a befitting manner." 

(Quran 33:32) 

Interactions should be purposeful 

In Islam, the relationship with the opposite gender should not 
only be professional but also purposeful. We can learn lessons 
about interactions with the opposite gender from Aisha, the 
wife of the Prophet^, who not only gave Islamic rulings to the 

companions but also fought in battles. She did all that for the 
sole purpose of pleasing Allah and was always guarding her 
modesty. 

Treat each other with Dignity 

Take an example from the story of Prophet Musa when he 
reached the Well of Madyan. 

He saw two girls struggling to keep their sheep away from the 
well. 

"•••He (Musa) said, "What is your circumstance?" They said, 
"We do not water until the shepherds dispatch [their flocks]; 
and our father is an old man." 

(Quran 28:23) 

"So he (Musa) watered [their flocks] for them --" "Then one 
of the two women came to him walking with shyness. She said, 
"Indeed, my father invites you that he may reward you for 
having watered for us---" 

(Quran 28:24-25) 


These women had dignit- -.. 
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The Prophet ^ used to 
sav in his dua: 


"0 Allaah, I seek refuge with You 
from sin and heavy debt." 

Source: al-Bukhaari (832) and Muslim (589). 
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CONDITIONS OF ASCRIBING ONESELF TO THE WAY OF THE 
RIGHTEOUS PREDECESSORS IN TRUITY NOT BY MERE CLAIM AND 
APPEARANCE 

He, exalted is He, said (interpretation of the meaning): 

And those who came after them say: "Our Lord! Forgive us and 
our brethren who have preceded us in Faith, and put not in our 
hearts any hatred against those who have believed. Our Lord! 
You are indeed full of kindness, Most Merciful. ( Qur'aan 59 
aayah 10) 

This great aayah explains the manners of upbringing and faith 
for whoever wants to ascribe themself to the way of the 
predecessors, and it points out three essential matters: 

The first essential matter: that precedence in faith is from the 
greatest means of preference among the creation. 

The second essential matter: that praying for forgiveness for 
another person is from the means of removing hatred from the 
heart; and that when hatred afflicts the hearts, it is not removed 
except with prayer and asking for help from Allaah, exalted is 
He. 

The third essential matter: that the rights of brotherhood in 
faith require praying for and commending those that have 
passed and elimination of hatred against those that come after; 
so, there are manners to be applied in dealing with those that 
have passed and rights to be given to those that come after. 

And whoever ponders upon this aayah will see in its wordings 
great secrets: 

And those who came after them = qualities of perfection from 
the successors who follow the way of the predecessors... 
they say: (i.e.) always, continually and with commitment... 

Our Lord! Forgive us = they give precedence to themselves in 
prayer i.e. in the affairs of the hereafter, they give precedence to 
themselves, and in worldly matters they give precedence to 
others... 

and our brethren who have preceded us in faith = since the 
predecessors were the means of (conveying) guidance to the 
successors, then it is incumbent upon the successors to pray for 
the predecessors and to commend them... 

and put not in our hearts any hatred = prayer for the removal of 
hatred, grudge and envy from the hearts, big or small... 

against those who have believed = that there should be no form 
of hatred against all of the believers from amongst the 
predecessors and the successors... 

Our Lord! You are indeed full of kindness, Most Merciful. = He 
mentioned these two names for the purpose of worship with 
their impacts; so dealing with those that have passed and those 
that came after from amongst the believers is firstly with 
compassion and mercy, secondly, prayer for those that have 
passed, and thirdly, the elimination of hatred against those that 
have passed and those that came after. 

(So) three qualities are conditions for ascribing oneself to the 
way of the predecessors in manners and soundness of the 
hearts. 


So ascribing oneself to the exemplary way (of the predecessors) 
is not by mere belief but by: 


soundness of belief 
correctness of deeds and 

safety of the hearts from hatred, deceit and envy... 
And Allaah's aid is sought.

"They hide [their evil intentions and deeds] from the 
people, but they cannot hide [them] from Allaah, and He 
is with them [by His knowledge!."

Saaiih al-’Uthaymeen M* said: 

"From the signs of showing off is 
that a person disobeys Allaah in 
private when no one is watching 
him except Allaah, but he displays 
fear of Allaah in public . 11 
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'From the signs of showing off is that a person disobeys All a h 
in private... 
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IbnTaymiya h rahimahullah describes the body as a vehicle for 
the soul. 


When the soul is contaminated, the foundation of your faith 
becomes weak. And this will eventually affect the heart and 
ultimately the physical limbs. It is therefore important to take 
heed, when you notice signs of your soul in an impure condition 
and take appropriate action to find the right remedy it needs for 
growth and development. 
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The ProDhet 


said: 


“The angel on the left holds up his pen (refrains 
from writing down) for six hours after a MusUm 
commits a sin. If the person regrets it and asks 
Allah for forgiveness, he casts it aside (does not 
write it down), otherwise he writes it down as 

one (sayi'ah).” 
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Sh. Salih al-FawzanHafizahullah mentioned the story of a man 
who read Bukh a r T on his own and he came across the 
Hadeeth:

Students are 
adding and dropping classes, the majority of students don't go 
to class, and as a result many teachers don't show up either. 

My Tafseer Professor did show up, however, to find only five 
students present in our mostly empty classroom. He smiled and 
took attendance with his phone, joking that the students who 
were still in bed would wake up to a text notification that 
they've been marked absent the first day of class. 

He then segued into a very moving reminder about the 
importance of seeking refuge in Allah from laziness, as the 
Prophet himself used to do. Everyone, he said, is created with 
both tendencies toward laziness and towards exertion. Imagine 
a child, who has seemingly limitless energy for play and 
amusement yet when called to help with chores suddenly is 
overcome with fatigue. 

Adults are no different. The average person among us exerts 
great energy when it comes to their own worldly life and 
especially entertainment. We can name movie stars so adeptly 
that we can play six degrees of separation with our friends, we 
follow sports and know the standings and statistics, we follow 
the politics in our own country or back home with boundless 
energy and attention. But when it comes to what truly benefits 
us in the hereafter, our prayers, our fasting, our studying Arabic, 
our reading and pondering of the Quran, our implementation of 
the sunnah of our Prophet, suddenly we too are overcome with 
excuses, reluctance, and fatigue. 


Still others go yet further and expend energy in things 
belligerently against our religion, studying and tasting the 
endless varieties of intoxicants, memorizing entire albums of 
music with precision some students of the Quran would envy, 
learning techniques to beautify, tempt and appeal to the 
opposite sex, gossiping and boasting to one's friends and 
family. And the smallest act of obedience becomes heavier still. 
Our struggle is not to eliminate laziness, it's to flip the script. We 
need to become lazy in everything that disobeys our Sustainer 
and harms ourselves and others. We need to expend all our 
energy on obedience and helping others, thus helping ourselves 
as well.

Islam is based on tenets that are known as the Five Pillars, 
Arkanul Islam, to which all Muslims should adhere to. 

So the article below will further explain what the five pillars 
Islam are all about-*- 

The five pillars of Islam provide the framework for the life of a 
Muslim. They develop character, strengthen Islam by uniting 
Muslims and act as a reminder of the teachings of Islam. Allah 
commanded Muslims to carry out these duties and follow the 
example of the prophet Muhammad. Each pillar has its own 
special importance. 

Shahada (Testimony of Faith) 

This testimony is the basis of Islam and must be said with purity 
of heart and conviction. It testifies the oneness of God and bears 
witness that Muhammad is a messenger of Allah. This also 
implies that all the previous prophets of God, were only 
messengers. 

"Allah witnesses that there is no deity except Him, and [so do] 
the angels and those of knowledge - [that He is] maintaining 
[creation] in justice. There is no deity except Him, the Exalted in 
Might, the Wise." 

(Quran 3:18) 

Salah 

Muslims are required to establish ritual prayers 5 times a day at 
specified times: 

Salat al-fajr: dawn, before sunrise 

Salat al-zuhr: midday, after the sun passes its highest 

Salat al-'asr: the late part of the afternoon 

Salat al-maghrib: just after sunset 

Salat al-'isha: between sunset and midnight 

Praying is a way to communicate, thank and remember Allah.

Zakat 

Zakat is the compulsory giving of a set proportion of one's 
wealth to charity. It is regarded as a type of worship and of self¬ 
purification and fosters qualities such as sacrifice and 
generosity. 

Zakat is separate from charitable gifts given out of generosity. It 
is a systematic giving of 2.5% of one's wealth each year to 
benefit the poor.

Fasting 

In the 9th month of the Islamic lunar calendar, Muslims are 
required to fast between sunrise and sunset. This includes 
abstinence from food, drink and sexual intercourse. One must 
also be physically and mentally able to fast. Further, travellers 
are exempt from fasting. Fasting promotes patience, discipline 













































































and increases purity of the mind and piety.

The Eighth: Seclusion at the time of the divine descent[1 ] and to 
recite His Book, then to seal that with seeking forgiveness and 
repentance. 

The Ninth: Sitting with the beloved and the truthful ones, and 
collecting the best parts of the fruits of their speech, and that 
you do not speak except when the advantageous benefit for 
speech is outweighing, and you know that in it is a furtherance 
of your circumstance as well as a benefit for other than you. 

The Tenth: To stay away from every factor that would bring 
deflection between the heart and Allaah, The Mighty and 
Majestic. 

So by way of these ten factors, the beloved ones will reach the 
levels of love, and they will enter upon The Beloved.

ANSWER: 

It means that you don't accept your wife or daughters to be 
exposed in front of men without the full hijab or to get mixed 
with the opposite gender 
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The Noble Sheikh, AllamahSalih As-Suhaymee (may Allah 
preserve him) said: 

Those who are hasty continue to persist in warning from some 
of the scholars and virtuous students of knowledge. By this, they 
attempt to put them down and tarnish their reputation when 
they- the scholars & virtuous students of knowledge- are invited 
by certain groups or organizations, to conduct lessons, 
knowledge based seminars and conferences, moreover in the 
western countries and Muslim minority countries, such as the 
European countries and America. 

And these people i.e. Muslims in Europe, are in great need of 
those who can clarify for them the correct Aqeedah and 
ahkaam/rulings of acts of worship. Some of these Muslims do 
not know Tawhid from Shirk, and some are new to Islam! So 
they have busied these Muslims with abusive labeling and 
warning- "Listen to so and so, do not listen to so and so"- while 
the salafiyyah of the warner remains undoubted! And in reality 
this is a manhaj of partisanship (hizbiyyah) and narrowness. 

This has resulted in splitting, partisanship and dispute amongst 
people of the same manhaj. It has also resulted in some of the 
asaaghir (minors), and even those who are new to Islam, 
becoming judges and passing rulings upon scholars and 
virtuous salafi students of knowledge. It has also lead to 
obstructing from the path of Allah, resulting in leaving the 











minorities upon their ignorance, in addition to spreading chaos 
and discord between them. Rather from amongst them are 
those who resorted to carrying weapons against each other, 
while living in non-Muslim countries! 

As a result of this methodology, many beneficial lessons and 
knowledge-based seminars have been discontinued/stopped, 
due to the youth of these countries busying themselves with 
one another, making tabd'ee of one another, making tafseeq of 
one another, and even making takfeer of one another! And with 
this, they left knowledge, and engaged themselves in gossiping. 
Their worship and adherence to the religion deteriorated, such 
that from amongst them is he who fails to preserve and perform 
his Salah in congregation! And he is now inclined towards 
labelling and categorizing his brothers, and he is deluded into 
believing that he is a great scholar, whom none can reach his 
excellence. He becomes preoccupied with labelling and 
categorizing the scholars and students of knowledge, and 
warning from them, whilst himself being afflicted with the 
diseases of superiority, arrogance, desiring notability, and self- 
conceit. 


Witnessing to this is the large amount of rubbish they write on 
their websites and social media pages, under their explicit 
names, or lofty false titles- inappropriately possessed titles, like 
the cat who boastfully proclaims its association to the lion! 

So, fear Allah and do not hinder people from the path of Allah. 
Do not lie upon your brothers, rather carry and perceive their 
statements upon the best of understandings - as is the 
methodology of the salaf, and defend the honour of your 
brothers. 


Therefore, the Salafi student of knowledge is he who unites and 
does not divide. He unites the people upon the guidance of the 
Kitaab and the Sunnah. And the objective here is not to merely 
unite in the way the partisans (hizbiyoon) pursue unity, rather 
he strives to unite his brothers upon the best of ways, and upon 
the upright path, within which there is no excessiveness, nor 
neglectfulness. 

He should give glad tidings and abstain from spreading 
disharmony and causing aversion. And he should always keep 
the fear of Allah and His Taqwa in front of himself, so that he 
does not become from amongst the bankrupt ones, by 
oppressing his brother. 

The Messenger of Allah, peace and blessings be upon him, said, 
“Do you know who is bankrupt?" They said, "The one without 
money or goods is bankrupt." The Prophet said, "Verily, the 
bankrupt of my nation are those who come on the Day of 
Resurrection with prayers, fasting, and charity, but also with 
insults, slander, consuming wealth, shedding blood, and 
beating others. The oppressed will each be given from his good 
deeds. If his good deeds run out before justice is fulfilled, then 
their sins will be cast upon him and he will be thrown into the 
Hellfire."

smiling mood playing with each-other and he was glad. So 
dispute will arise, arguments will set in but never let it get 
unhealthy or strain the relationship.

There is no ready made marriage anywhere. Marriage is hard 
work thato needs commitment. You'd need to volunteer 
yourself and time to make things work. It's similitude is like an 
automobile which requires motor oil fortune up. If your 
marriage is not well maintained, it's likely to break down like an 
engine lacking oil. Create a maintenance culture by regularly 
eating together, having fun, learning and throwing surprise 
gifts with reassuring love messages.

Everyone wants to Publicise and comment on big affairs of the 
Muslims. 

Way before the Arab spring 
Allah, The Most High has said, 

“When there comes to them some matter related to public 
welfare of security or fear, they make it known amongst the 
people. If they had referred it back to the Messenger, or to those 
in authority amongst them, then the proper people would have 
investigated and evaluated the matter from them. Were it not 
for the Grace and Mercy of Allah upon you, you would have 
indeed followed Shaytaan - except for a few of you." 

[Soorah an-Nisaa: 83] 

Imaam as-Sa'dee (d.1376H) - rahimahullah - said, 

“This is the disciplinary admonition from Allah to His Servants 
with regards to their unbefitting action. And it is a must for 
them, that when there comes to them some news concerning 
important issues such as issues connected to public welfare and 
safety of the Believers, or those that are related to breach of 
security, or fear of a calamity befalling them, that they should 
first verify such news and not be hasty in spreading it. Rather, 
they should refer such issues back to the Messenger (sallAllahu 
'alayhiwasallam) and to the people in authority; those who 
possess knowledge, understanding, sound advice, intellect, 
maturity and composure; those who understand the affairs and 
have knowledge of the associated benefits and harms. If they 
see that in broadcasting it there is a benefit and a cause of 
happiness for the Believers, and a means of protection from 
their enemies, then they should do so. This is why Allah said: 
“Then the proper people would have investigated and 
evaluated the matter from them." Meaning: they would 
evaluate it with their sound understanding and their firm and 
correct knowledge. So in this is an evidence for an important 
principle, which is, if there arises a need to investigate a 
particular issue, then it is obligatory that it be left to those who 
are qualified for it, and no one should precede them in this - 
and this is close to what is correct, and safer from error. And in 
this is also a prohibition of being hasty and impatient in 
spreading the news as soon as they hear it. Likewise there is a 
command to reflect and consider before speaking, so he looks 
into it to see if there is a benefit in doing so, if so he embarks 
upon it, and if not, he abstains from it." 

[Tayseerul-Kareemur-Rahmaan (2/54-55). Refer also to Qawaa'id 
fee Ta'aamul ma'il-'Ulemaa (p.121)]

"There shall come upon people years of deceit in which the liar 
will be believed, the truthful one disbelieved, the treacherous 
will be trusted, the trustworthy one considered treacherous;
